Town Manager’s 


Letter of Transmittal 


January 31, 1948. 
To the Citizens of Norway: 


It has been the privilege of the officers of your town to lower 
your net deficit from $53,164.32 to $46,557.51 a net reduction of 
$6,606.81, despite the fact that the Opera House purchase price 
of $15,000.00 was charged against us this year. 

It will not be necessary for your officers to borrow in anticipa- 
tion of taxes for several months as the cash on hand on January 
2nd., 1948, was approximately four times as much as on January 
2nd., 1947. 

Equipment Accounts, 

This account was founded by an appropriation of $18,000:00 
voted in 1946. State rates are charged against any department- 
al operation for the equipment and each week a check is drawn 
and paid into a separate Equipment Account. 

All repairs, parts purchases and current operation expenses 
are paid directly from this account, 

The actual purchase of new equipment in 1947 amounted to 
$19,229.81, an amount $1,229.81 in excess of the original appro- 
priation. 

On January 2nd., 1948, there was $7,450.08 in the Equipment 
checking account, 

The continuation of charging for the equipment as it works 
and paying all operation expense from this account should elimi- 
nate the need of futher appropriations for new equipment. 

This year’s purchases were an HD7 Allis-Chalmers tractor with 
bulldozer attachments, two 2%-ton GMC trucks and one four- 
wheel drive Marmon-Harrington Ford Truck complete with 
plowing equipment. 

The Adams Grader should be replaced at the earliest oppor- 
tune time and in the spring the snow loader should be thoroughly 
overhauled. The Adams Grader cost the Town of Norway in ex- 
cess of $2,000.00 for repairs in 1947 and it requires five to six 
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dollars worth of fuel per day than a modern machine. 
Highway Account 

On December 31, 1947, we had an unexpended balance of $2,- 
520.17. 

The Wiley Bridge was rebuilt this year, replacing the log 
stringers with steel, tieing the ends of the steel girders with 
concrete and planking with 2x4’s on the edge. The Crockett 
Ridge Bridge had two steel girders added and was planked with 
2x4’s on edge. Cottage Street Extension Bridge and Greenleaf 
Avenue bridges were also planked with 2x4’s on edge. One 
small bridge on the Wiley Road had new wooden: stringers and 
was planked with the conventional 3” bridge plank. The same 
treatment was given to another 16’ bridge in the North Norway 
district. ‘The total cost of these six bridges was $2,052.14 for 
material: and labor. 

There were over $1,500.00 worth of treated metal culverts 
installed in 1947 and if a like amount is installed for the next 
two or three years your roads will be adequately drained. 


An attempt was made to get the roads as nearly ready for 
winter plowing as possible by widening wherever possible, estab- 
lishing adequate ditches and pushing back as many banks as 
possible in places where the snow drifts. 

I believe that we accomplished a good start and if the work 
is continued we should be able to have a good road system in a 
matter of a few years. 

The officers of Norway are particularly interested in beginning 
and continuing a permanent road policy whereby each year 
there would be a designated amount of road developed into a 
permanent system. 

{ft seems very desirable to me to have a permanent road en- 
tirely around Lake Pennesseewassee. ; 

During 1948 we will do two years’ work on the State Aid High- 
way (Millettville). | 


As $1,000.00 Special Resolve appropriation from the State of 
Maine will be used to rebuild the Town Farm Meadow Road, so- 
called. 

A definite effort will be made to put our sidewalks in better 
repair, 

Winter Maintenance 

We were able to complete the 1947 winter season with an un- 
expended balance of $3,260.19. 

A 40-ton carload of road salt was purchased in bulk and due 
to the cooperation of the C. B. Cummings & Sons grain mill by 
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providing storage this carload of salt cost the town less, includ- 
ing handling and storing, than the thirty tons purchased in 
1946. I would recommend the purchase of fifty tons in 1948. 
The additional amount is necessary to facilitate the practice of 
snow and ice control, 

Poor Account, 

_ Norway’s Poor Account costs increased in 1947 as they did in 
practically every other community in the state. 

In 1948 we are asking the same appropriation as we did in 
1947 and we will do our utmost to stay within this appropriation 
without causing any hardship to our less fortunate, and in some 
cases, less ambitious, inhabitants. 

Dump Maintenance. 

The town dump is a distinct problem in itself, The $1,900.00 
appropriation under the present set up of paying the Oxford 
County Agricultural Association $50.00 per month for the privi- 
lege of dumping there, and maintaining a man at $780.00 a year, 
is definitely not enough to leave us a sufficient balance to proper- 
ly keep the refuse covered. 

It is my desire to come to an agreement with the Board of 
Trustees of the Oxford County Agricultural Association that 
they will allow the town to dump refuse, pay the attendant, use 
what funds are absolutely necessary to maintain proper cover 
and to build proper land and to turn over to the Association 
whatever funds are left from the $1,900.00 appropriation. 
Comments 

I, as your Town Manager, wish to assure the citizens of the 
Town of Norway that during the year 1948 I will do all in my 
power to prove my theory that a town manager is not worth 
anything to a community unless he can Save at least his salary 
for his community for the first two or three years of his ser- 
ing in this capacity. This should be accomplished providing we 
are not victims of some unusual acts of ‘God. 

I, as your Town Manager, wish to take this opportunity to 
thank our maintenance men for their splendid cooperation and I 
thoroughly believe that their townspeople received full value 
for the dollar spent. 

Also, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, my assistant, 
Mrs. Georgina Smith, and the townspeople of Norway for the 
splendid cooperation received this year.

Before mak- 
ing an assessment the Assessors shall give reasonable notice in 
writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications in some public 
place in Town, or shall notify them in such other ways as the 
Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which 
they were possessed on the first day of April of the same year. 
If any resident owner, after such notice, does not bring in such 
lists, he is hereby barred of his rights to make application to the 
Assessors or the County ‘Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes, unless he offers such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”

Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Norway 
January 3, 1947 to December 31, 1947 


CASH—GENERAL 

The General Fund cash available for current expenditures 
amounted to $38,542.20 at December 31, 1947, which amount 
reconciled with the bank statement of the Norway National 
Bank. 

All receipts were examined in detail and found to be correctly 
recorded. 

Expenditures were made by check and were supported by 
warrants properly authorized by the Selectmen. 


CASH—HIGHWAY EQUIPMENT ACCOUNTS 

This account, which is operated separately, is for the purchase 
of highway equipment and the garage. The balance of $7,450.08 
at December 31, 1947 was verified with the Norway National 
Bank. 
ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

This account is comprised of amounts due from the State, 
other municipalities, and individuals. 
TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1947 commitment of taxes of $158,301.98 was added and 
compared with the records of the Assessors and found in agree- 
ment. Supplemenal taxes for 1947 of $316.03 were collected. 
The balance due from the Collector on this commitment is rep- 
resented by unpaid taxes as shown on the records of the Collec- 
tor. 
Taxes receivable for the 1946 year amount to $257.22. 


TAX LIENS 

At December 31, 1947, unpaid tax liens amounted to $464.55. 
Payments received during the year appeared to have been ap- 
plied against the proper accounts. All tax liens on file with the 
- Treasurer were examined. 
TAX DEEDS 

At the close of the year, unpaid tax deeds amounting to 
$1,583.01 were on hand. Due to the age of these deeds, a reserve 
of approximately 50% is carried. 
NOTES PAYABLE 

Notes in the amount of $30,000 were outstanding at the close 
of the year. Authority was given at the last annual town meet- 
ing for the issuance of $15,000 in notes to provide the necessary 
funds for the purchase of the Norway Opera House. 

The amount of $3,000 was paid on the Highway Equipment 
and Garage notes from the appropriation made at town meeting.

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BONDS PAYABLE 
During the year, the bonds outstanding were reduced $3,000, 
leaving the amount of $45,000 now outstanding. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 
The items making up this account are listed on Schedule A-8. 


DEFICIT 

The Appropriated Surplus represents the net ae Pa bal- 
ances carried forward to the 1948 year. 

The Net Deficit of $46,557.51 at the end of the year shows a 
decrease of $6,606.81, the analysis of which is shown on Exhibit 
E of this report. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The trust fund investments were verified by physical examina- 
tion. 


GENERAL 


Attention is invited to the overdrafts reflected in several ap- 
propriation accounts, the summary of which appears on Exhibit 
D. An opinion rendered by the Attorney General reads, in part: 

“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the meeting providing 
for the expenditure of money. The officers should not 

spend more than the taxpayers appropriated at town 
meeting, unless the statute expressly authorizes an ex- 
penditure in excess of the appropriation.” 

The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for 
highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies 
to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 

Vouchers and payrolls were test checked to determine that 
they were just charges, correctly recorded, and charged to the 
proper department or appropriation account. 

The bonds of the Tax Collector and Treasurer were examined 
and found to be proper. 

The 1947 excise tax receipts, No. 134 to 1,368, and those for 
1948, No. 1 to 214, were checked and it was ascertained that all 
collections had been deposited with the Treasurer. 

The records of the various officials of the Town were found to 
be in a satisfactory condition. 

RECOMMENDATION 

It is recommended that all school bills be attached to the 

school payrolls and kept on file in the office of the Selectmen,

Mr. Jones, I don’t like the idea of my child at- 
tending classes in the attic room on that third 
floor. It appears to me that it is a fire hazard. 


I don’t like it either, but what can we do to im- 
prove the situation? . 


Isn’t there a spare room anywhere that we 
could use? Perhaps a room in the high school 
building would be available. 


I thought that you knew about the housing 
Situation. There is no room left in the ele- 
mentary building, and we are now having re- 
medial classes in the teachers’ room: We are 
also occupying one room in the high school 
building that is not at all a satisfactory ar- 
rangement. Did you know that we have four 
rooms with 40 pupils in each? That is about 
10 pupils more than can be taught efficiently. 


Do you think this crowded condition will con- 
tinue? | 


This condition will continue to become more 
serious each year. We have about 60 pupils in 
each grade down to the sub-primary, and in 
that grade we have 83. From birth records we 
can expect that to increase until 1953. Did 
you know that in 1940 there were about 16,000 
births in Maine, and in 1946 there were over 
24,000 births? 


Well, Mr. Jones, they opened the Lake School 
a few years ago. Couldn’t we open some other 
one-room school to take care of the surplus for 
a few years?

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We probably could and may have to, but I am 
sure that it would not be satisfactory and pleas- 
ing to parents who have had children in the 
village school to have these children go back 
to a one-room rural school. Our people are too 
progressive to stand for that. 


You have surely given this much thought. 
What would you recommend as a solution? 


We must have more classrooms available soon,, 
and there are two possibilities. First: We 
could build a new building—To take care of 
immediate needs; four rooms would be enough. 
That would take care of the grades in the high 
school building; it would eliminate the use of 
the attic room in the elementary building, and 
it would take care of the surplus in grades III 
through VI. But this would not take care of 
future needs: neither would it take care of one 
of our most serious problems—the children 
who attend the Upper and Lower Primary 
Schools step directly from the school to the 
sidewalk and play adjacent to the street at all 
times. We should eliminate these two build- 
ings by adding more rooms to the new struc- 
ture. By closing the Lake School, Chapel 


-Schooi, and Swift’s Corner School the new 


building would need, at least eight rooms. 


But Mr. Jones, the town could not afford such 
a building. We are spending too much on edu- 
cation already. 


That is what a lot of people think, John, but 
few people know these figures—the State 
Liquor Stores took in $22,193,136.71 during its 
last fiscal year. We do not know how much 
was spent in Maine on beer, but the tax alone 
amounted to over $2,000,000.00. For that same 
year $16,032,200.00 was spent for all public 
School purposes. 


That seems hardly possible, but what I mean 
is that we owe a considerable amount on high 
school bonds now. 
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Mr. Jones:

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John, how much do we owe? 


Here is a town report. Let’s see. All it says 
is $3,000.00 paid on retirement of $60,000.00 
high school bonds. 


That is a little deceptive, isn’t it? When the 
high school was built, the town still owed on 
street bonds, and those were retired before 
payments were made on the school bonds, but 
these payments have been made for several 


’ years and all of these bonds should be retired 


by 1960. 


How much would a building such as you pro- 
pose cost? 


At present costs, and from construction plans, 
which I have studied, I should estimate $100,- 
000.00. . 


You said there were two possibilities. What is 
the other one? 


This involves a street conversation of only a 
few days ago in which John P. Public did most 


’ of the talking. May I tell you what John P. 


said? Quote. The Towns of Paris, Norway, 
and Oxford should get together and build one 
high school that would provide for the needs of 
our boys and girls. Our boys and girls need 
shop work, metal work, wood work, mechani- 
cal work, and electrical work to fit them for 
the jobs they are to fill. We also need this 
type of education to keep the non-literary pu- 
pils in school. You could remodel the present 
high school to take care of the elementary 
problem now confronting you. Unquote. That 
man had foresight and represents many citi- 
zens of Norway, South Paris, and Oxford, I am 
sure. He and many others must speak openly 
if we are to have the educational program 
needed for our boys and girls. ‘I must get back 
to school now. I'll see you at town meeting. 
Do what you can to make this a better place to 
raise and educate children.

hie Principal?’s Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the School 
Board: 


I herewith submit, for your consideration, my second report 
on the progress of Norway High School during this past year. 

Since I last reported, 35 students have graduated from the 
High School. 11 of the group are furthering their education in 
college, business schools and hospitals, 2 have joined the armed 
services and the others are gainfully employed in Norway and 
vicinity. Reports from the colleges show that the Norway High 
School graduates are maintaining very satisfactory ranks in the 
different types of schools, This record must be maintained in 
the future by the students who will be graduated as time goes 
on. The large number who do not go to schools, or colleges must 
also be able to establish a record which will reflect favorably on 
the preparation which they received in High School. A strong 
experienced faculty is the best guarantee that this record will 
continue. 


Registration for the fall term was 180, a Slight increase over 
last year. The drop in our record, so far this year, has been very 
small, leaving at the present time, an enrollment of 175; 60 
Freshmen, 37 Sophomores, 43 Juniors, and 35 Seniors. With a 
class of 35 Seniors graduating and about 50 Freshmen entering 
next year, the school will grow again. The seating situation is 
beginning to get serious, in some instances due to this increase, 
(This refers to the need for new seats and not for seating space.) 


The resignation of six teachers last spring, including Mr, 
Brown with 27 years experience and Miss Wood with 19 years ex- 
perience threw a heavy responsibility on the supervisors, teachers 
and students. Every time a new teacher is engaged, it means 
that the students must adjust themselves to the teachers, and 
the teachers to the students and ideals of the school, We have 
been very fortunate in securing experienced teachers to replace 
those who resigned: Mr Philip Plummer, in the Agriculture 
Department; Mrs Ruth Greenleaf, English; Mrs Glenna Wood- 
bury, Home Economics; Miss Mary Devlin, French and English; 
Mr, Donald Perkins, Mathematics; Mr. Raymond Willett, Science 
and Athletics. The Musical Activities are handled by Mr, Alton 
Robinson as qa part-time teacher.

Annual Report Public Health Nurse 


NORWAY—DECEMBER 1947 


The health status of the schoo] child still leaves much to be 
desired. Many defects found at the school examination -have 
been corrected but there are many more correctible physical 
defects known to parents which have gone uncorrected, Seven- 
ty-seven visits were made to assist the parents with planning and 
to encourage them to see the need of corrections before pain was 
felt. Crippled children received 10 visits. This service is con- 
cerned with care and education of the handicapped child. Chil- 
dren were referred to Crippled Children’s Clinic for diagnosis and 
treatment when necessary for orthopedic defects and speech de- 
fects, 


Eighteen visits were made in the interest of tuberculosis con- 
trol. Assistance was given in planning and arranging for 6 x- 
rays and sanatorium care of one patient. Aid was given in keep- 
ing the family well by planning for x-ray, tuberculin skin testing 
and physical examinations of all contacts of tuberculosis. 


Problems in Mental Hygiene brought to the nurse’s attention 
by teachers and parents were referred to the Mental Hygiene 
division. Assistance was given in making people aware of prob- 
lems and helping with arrangements for complete physical ex- 
amination before an appointment was made with the Psychia- 
trist... 


‘Sixty-two infants and pre-school children were visited in their 
homes, This is a very small percentage of children needing medi- 
cal supervision and advice on health habits, on control of com- 
municable disease and the value of immunization, Child Health 
Conferences would give mothers an opportunity to have physical 
‘examinations and immunizations for children who do not receive 
such from a family physician. At these conferences mothers may 
find solutions to their problems in feeding, sleeping and discipline 
which involves emotional as well as physical troubles. 
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This year, I believe qa larger number of immunizations against 
smallpox and diphtheria will be recorded. Much work was done 
by teachers and nurse on promoting the program when it was 
learned the Health Officer was offering free immunization, Ev- 
ery effort was made to make this known to mothers of children 
who lived in rural areas. Transportation is a problem for these 
people. 


No longer do we consider an individual responsible for health 
in a community. It is necessary for every citizen to assume his 
share of this responsibility, Emphasis is still being placed on the 
desirability of a Health Council in order that there may be more 
complete understanding of the service. This year presents new 
challenges, With the interest and cooperation of the newly or- 
ganized Parent-Teachers Association, it ig hoped problems will 
be found, successfully met and accomplishments widened. 


I wish to thank volunteers who assisted with problems of 
transportation, The Kiwanis Club for their interest in corrective 
work and especially Mr. Jones, Superintendent of Schools, for 
his help and cooperation at all] times.

To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for payment of Serial 
Note No. 1 due and payable on December Ist., 1948. (This being 
the first of a series of fifteen notes of $1,000.00 each arranged 
by the Board of Trustees of the Norway Opera House as author- 


ized by Article 11 as passed at the 1947 Annual Town Meeting).

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School in accordance with the Company’s schedule of rates for 
the type and character of service rendered and, in addition, will 
pay to the Company annually during the term of the contract, 
beginning with the effective date thereof, a sum equal to all 
taxes assessed, imposed or levied by the Town upon the line ex- 
tensions constructed under the terms of the contract, said con- 
tract to contain a provision of cancellation of the same by the 
Town under certain terms and conditions.

To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote to 
charge interest, and at what rate, and time the interest shall 
commence, on all taxes remaining unpaid. 


Art. 60. To choose Constables for one year. 


Art. 61. To transact any other business that may lawfully 
come before said meeting.
